Move to Inject Disarma- 
ment Is Defeated—Por- 
ter Resolution Simply 
Says Peace Exists. 


Washington, June 13.—Peace with 
Germany was brought one step 
nearer Monday, when the house 
adopted the resolution of represent- 
ative Porter, chairman of the com- 
mittee on foreign ‘relations. 

The Porter resolution, declaring 
simply that peace exists, was aub- 
stituted by the lower chamber for 
the Knox resolution, which the sen- 
ate had passed. The Knox reso- 
lution repealed the declaration of 
war. 

Delegation of the two chambers 
will now confer in an attempt to 
compromise the differences in the 
measures. Trouble is threatened, 
for senate leaders say they will 
insist that the Knox resolution be 
substituted for the Porter resolu- 
tion, in conference and sent Dack 
to the house. House leaders are 
equally insistent that the Kfiox 
resolution must be shelved. 


Vote of Georgians. 


On the final vote on the Porter 
resolution in the house all but three 
of the Georgia congressmen voted 
for the resolution, although in the 
words of one of the delegation, “it 
was just because it was the best 
we could do,” Congressmen Lee, 
Ball and Wright voted against the 
resolution. 

On the motion to recommit the 
resolution the entire delegation vot- 
ed “aye,” the vote of the house 
against recommitment was 254 to 
112, the split being practically on 
party lines. Congressman W. D, 
Upshaw spoke briefly in behalf of 
the Flood resolution asking that 
the president proceed in an orderly 
way to effect peace through treaty 
rather than by congressional reso- 
lution. Speaker Gillett ruled the ad- 
mittance of the resolution out of 
order and later Mr. Flood made the 
motion. to recommit the measure. 
After the motion to recommit had 


been lost many of the democratic | 


representatives who had voted for 
recommitment voted in favor ofthe 
resolution, the final vote being 305 
to 61. These representatives placed 
themselves on record as favoring 
the Porter resolution but only after 
they had made every effort to have 
it recommitted. 

It was simly a question of “take 
this or nothing” presented to the 
democratie wing by the republicans 
and rather than vote against any 
legislation purporting to effect 
peace, even though it be a meaning- 
less resolution in so far as results 
are concerned, many of the demo- 
crats joined with the republicans 
in voting for it. 

President May Act. 

Possibility of a situation arising 
in which presidential interference 
may be necessary is seen in some 
quarters. Senators suggest that in 
event of a deadlock, President Har- 
ding may find it necessary to es- 
tablish peace by executive procla- 
mation, instead of by resolution.

The plan contemplates centraliza- 
tion of administration business in 
the hands of a committee of five, 
composed of the president and a 
cabinet; designation of a permanent 
convention city, and establishment 
at headquarters of an executive or- 
ganization equipped to prepare the 
mechanics and carry out the follow- 
ing program: ; 

“(a) A complete canvass of the 
large and small clubs that their 
needs may be understood and met, 
to the end that each club may feel it 
has received full value from head- 
quarters for its moneys invested. 


“(b) Further vigorous promotion, 


development, and refinement of the 
vigilance work, looking not alone 
to the creation of more better busi- 
ness bureaus, but more closely to re- 
late the work of these bureaus to 
that of the individual clubs. 

“(c) The establishment of a new 
department of constructive advertis- 
ing and merchandising development, 
equal at least in scope and impor- 
tance to vigilance. 

“(d) The conduct by the clubs of 
an immediate and comprehensive 
survey of market conditions, which

Opinion of Frost. 


E. Allen Frost, Cnicago delegate, 
thereupon arose to declare that, in 
his opinion, the wiscussion of 
changes should proceed; that it was 
a matter of vital importance tn that 
it entailed the changing of the or- 
ganization’s life lines. 

The New York delegates contend- 
ed that any action taken at that 
meeting might prejudice their 
cause when the Hopkins plan is 
finally submitted on Thursday, and 
that they were therefore prepared 
to fight it. 

The Chicago delegate, Mr. Frost, 
replied by saying that the Hopkins 
Plan had been already set before 
the executive committee, but that 
it had been turned back. 

Llewellyn Pratt, of New York, 
then came to Mr. Hopkins’ aid by 
declaring that the plan had only 
been submitted on request of Rowe 
Stewart, president or the world or- 
ganization, and that it had been 
referred back for certain changes. 
Mr. Pratt explainea tnat the plan 
is now being revamped for submis- 
sion to the convention on Thursday. 
The plan, incidentally, provides that 
the president be allowed to appoint 
his own cabinet aside from such 
officers legally electea by the mem- 
bership. 


Asks Fair Hearing. 


“All New York asks is a fair 
hearing,” stated Mr. Pratt, “so that 
we may be able to go before the 
convention Thursday unhandicapped 
by action taken this afternoon, say- 
ing that everybody was given the 
right to make changes, and that New 
York had none.”

The vital necessity of co-ordi- 
nated activities among various ad- 
vertising clubs was the keynote of 
the committee session in which 
“Kducation and Contact Work” was 
thoroughly discussed by Charles H. 
Mackintosh, chairman of .the nfna- 
tional educational committee and 
chairman of the exhibition com- 


mittee. 
Trvth a Prime ractor. 


Mr.~ Mackintos» asserted that 
truth was the one prime factor 
and indis»ensable element, without 
the application of which at all 
times the advertising field would 
be confronted with a detriment 
which would be injurious to all ifs 
successful operations. 

He said that the first essential 
in advertising propaganda is some 
central organization widely known 
and distributed which acts as the 
medium of an educational organ. 
Tentative schemes of educational 
activities, he said, have been ar- 


ranged. 

This plan provides for the es- 
tablishment of a book or series of 
books on instruction, containing 
the fundamental elements of ad- 
vertising principles, to be written 
in the most concise manner so 4aS& 
to be readily assimilated by all 
classes, particularly retail sales- 
men, the greatest exponents of the 
advertising world. since upon them, 
he declared, devolved the necessity 
of advertising individually to pros- 
pective purchasers. 

Move Given Impetus. 

The tentative program at pres- 
ent being considered received an 
impetus recently when every club 
mm ene (UA. COA. . of W.. was res 
quested to appoint a committee of 
five members, to be Known as a 
“marketing development commit- 
tee,” and whose object would be 
the investigation of certain condi- 
tions in sales possibilities, with the 
primary aim of discovering and rem- 
edying any existing defects. This 
plan had met with ready response, 
Mr. Mackintosh declared, and the 
various clubs expressed themselves 
as being heartily in favor of the 
proposed scheme. 

Richard H. Lee, director-counsel 
of the national vigilance committee, 
conducted the discussions at a meet- 
ing of this committee in the after- 
‘noon. The purpose of the commit- 
tee is to create a maximum public 
confidence in advertising by mak- 
ing every phase of this industry 
absolutely praiseworthy. 

The gist of the information 
brought out was a general resume 
of recent accomplishments, with 
suggestions for improvement of ex- 
isting defects. It was pointed ont 
that practical men everywhere have 
rallied to the movement as a whole- 
some expression of the highest 
ideals of the commercial world, bas- 
ed on the indisputable fact that all 
its principles have proved sound. 

Vigilance Committee Lauded. 


Because of the tract that the pur- 
pose of advertising have been prov- 
ed by constructive performance, and 
that it has been accorded world- 
wide recognition on its own merits, 
the work of the vigilance commit- 
tee was lauded as a preliminary to 
a wider, more universal and mutual 
understanding between manufac- 
turers and consumers, and between 
various advertising clubs, with ref-

Your duty to your clients, to yourself, to the advertising industry, is 
plain. You must make your clients’ advertising dollars produce to the limit. 
To accomplish that, you must induce your clients to spend, not lavish sums, 
but enough to insure that their advertising will have the opportunity to 


make good. You must produce advertisements whose “copy” will actually 


sell. And you must place those advertisements in the mediums that will 
most efficiently get them read by the people who are prospective buyers 
of the product advertised. As to attaining that third objective:

THE THREE-YEAR PLAN. 

Designed to commit the Asso- 
ciated Advertising Clubs of the 
World to a definite and concrete 
program for the translation of its 
principles into terms of actual 
service, what is known as the Hop- 
kins three-year plan has been sub- 
mitted to that organization and 
will be considered by the conven- 
tion next Thursday. 

The present great international 
organization of advertising clubs, 
like everything else that is big and 
powerful, is the result of years of 
growth and development. 

It began when the theory of ad- 
vertising first crystallized into the 
form of a profession, and the pro- 
fession began to manifest an ap- 
preciation of the value and potency 
9f co-operation by the organiza- 
tion of its members into clubs. 

First there were advertising 
clubs established here and there; 
then as the idea progressed, came 
the national association of those 
clubs, this 
finally culminating in the associa- 
tion of the advertising clubs of the 
whole world, the seventeenth an- 
nual convention of which is now 
being held in Atlanta. 

This organization has operated 
with remarkable success, 

In precept and in practice it has 
done much to promote and to Sta- 
bilize commerce and commercial 
development and to elevate the 
moral tone of business generally— 
the obvious effects of worldwide 
organization of business spokesmen 
handed together with “Truth” as 
its watchword! 

But for some time the organiza- 
tion has realized that it was being 
held back by the lack of a definite 
and practical plan of action to fol- 
low in the pursuit of a tangible b- 
jective.

Just to make sure we all under- 
stand, let me say again thhkt anhe- 
donia is incapacity to take pleas- 
in being alive.

anhedonia. Not a new disease, but 
just a sort of reminiscential phrase 
which expresses the gloom that 
darkens the existence of those who 
drift along on something short of 
health plus, when this Uurifting 1s 
due to displacement or sagging of 
divers and sundry in’ards. 

Like eyestrain, tuberculosis, car- 
diovascular degeneration, or senile 
alopecia (denudation of the dome in 
oldsters), pronounced displacement 
or sagging of one or more abdominal 
viscera (doctors call it splanchnop- 
tosis—ain’t it fierce?) may Occur and 


the victim comprehends or discovers 
what is the matter. That is to Say, 
in each and all of the conditions 
mentioned, although the victim, un- 
less mentally dull, does recognize 
that he lacks health plus Or is not 
perfectly well, he or she may expe- 
rience no symptoms which would 
direct attention to the origin of the 
trouble.

New -York, June 13.—(Special.)— 
The foreign quarters of New York 
still have those quietly .obvious 
houses with chained doors—a throw 


back to the days when Twenrty- 
eighth street was the center of the 
red light, and where each window 
framed a frowsy, Shape:iess creature 
in dazzling kimonos, beckoning to 
passers-by. In other sections, they 
are sheltered in massive apartment 
houses where the next-door neigh- 
bor may be a church deacon. 

The other evening I passed a fa- 
mous brothel in the Turkish quarter 
far down on the lower eastern tip 
of the ireland. A half-opened door 
revealed a flat-nosed, slitty-eyed 
women sitting in the bilious glare 
of the faint hall light. Her throat 
was swollen to goitre almost ‘and 
rouged lips puffed at a cigar, show- 
ing black and rotted teeth. 

Inside could be heard the muffied 
strains of a phonograph. A moth- 
eaten alley cat licked its sores on 


the worn stone steps. The police pay 
little attention to these houses in 
the foreign quarters, for if they dis- 
played curiosity they would move 
into sections that would arouse 
neighborhood indignation. Now and 
then they are searched for liquor, 
and that is about all. And all of 
them resent Occidental intrusion. 
The foreign quarters invariably 
have a-certain street for the eve- 
ning promenade, and the brothels 
are on these streets. The girls are 
sent out to the cellar cafes and cof- 
fee houses to bring back patronage. 
They make no effort at fashionable 
dress, nor do they attempt to hide 
their profession. Most of them are 
loosely bloused, hatless and reeking 
with 5 and 10-cent store perfume, 
They seek mostly the seamen who 
are resting between voyages. They 
are generally lonesome and spend 
their pay recklessly while it lasts. 
A central] office man tells me that 
since prohibition many of these' 


houses have closed up. The madams 
have turned bootleggers by opening 
little eating places, where food is 
secondary to cached hooch. and 
having “rooms for rent” upstairs.

GUT ARMAMENTS, 
PLEA OF DANIELS 


refusal to 


Rapping the senate’s 
ratify the peace treaty including the 
league of nations and declaring that 


disarmament is the hope of the 
world, Josephus Daniels, secretary 
of the navy under Woodrow Wilson, 
told graduates of Georgia Tech Mon- 
day at their commencement that the 
way for the United States to start 
reduction of taxes is to reduce both 
the army and navy to 100,000 men 
each, 

During his address Mr. Daniels 
lauded Georgians for their support 
of Tech and stressed industrial edu- 
cation as the work to lead the south 
from its old idea of individualism. 
which he characterized aga its great- 
est strength and at the same time 
its greatest weakness. 

Other addresses at the thirty-third 
annual commencement were deliver- 
ed by former Governor Nat E. Har- 
ris and Chancellor David C. Barrow 
of the University o Georgia. 

- [Individualism Strong. 

Quoting Tennison’s lines, “The 
individual withers, but the world 
is more and more,”’ former 
| Secretary Daniels told the ‘Tech 
graduates thati “it was not go in 
‘the good old days’ our fathers 
talked about. The civilization wrote 
Individual with a capital. It grew 
big men, ‘suncrowned, above the fog 
in public duty and in thinking’ Cal- 
houn and Yancey and Lamar and 
Hill and Vance and Vest and Beck 
and Hampton and Alex Stephens 
and Jefferson Davis and Robert E. 
Lee—these were among the light- 
house men which that civilization 
Produced and gave to the world. We 
shall not look upon their like again. 


The best heritage of the younger 
seneration is their valor and virtue. 
‘After all,” said Senator Hoar, ‘the 
fruit of this vine has a flavor not 
to be found in other gardens.’ But 
they lived in a generation of. indi- 
vidualism. 

“The captains of industry in the 
Old South were also individualists. 
If a man had the means he would in- 
vest it, borrow from his neighbor to 
build a factory. Partnerships were 
common. But the modern key which 
has unlocked untouched resources 
and multiplied the mickles to make a 
muckle—that key was scarcely 
known. The corporation into which 
the many invested their surplus was 
in its infancy, and there was little 
favor shown this modern lever.” 


Georgians Lead, 


Speaking of education's advance in 
the south, Mr. Daniels said: 

“Georgians led other southern 
States in appreciation of the need of 
technical education. The spirit of 
the Georgia Tech diffused itself in 
the life of the state, and its influ- 
ence cannot be.measured by the 
Story of the achievements of its 


graduates, constructive as their rec- 
ords have been. It has pointed the 
way to development and invention, 
and inspired many not privileged to 
enjoy its advantages. 

“It was technically trained men, 
who made possible the miracle of 
American-made munitions and ships 
and supplies, which, in the hands 
of our Valorous youth, turned the 
tide and insured victory. And they 
came in numbers from the Georgia 
Tech, soldiers of steel and iron, as 
quick to build railroads, erect wire- 
less stations and lay mines as to 
fight on land and on sea,” 

Discussing the international situ- 
ation, he continued as follows: 

“It easier to win‘a great war 
than to win a great peace,’ said 
Clemenceau after the signing of the 
armistice. We have learned that the 
Old Tiger was right, and that the 
Shuffling and drifting since the 
treaty was signed at Versailles has 
denied the world the fruits of vic- 
tory won by sacrifices. The world 
has been like a derelict at sea. Why? 
Chiefly because the United States 
failed the world in its crucial hour, 
refusing to follow the chosen captain 
of the shin of state, who was navi- 
gating it into the harbor of safety. 


U. S. Head in Sand, 


“What now? Is America to con- 
tinue to put its head in the sand? 
Is it to be a permanent deserter of 
its allies? Is it to go on as a Berg- 
doll Slacker as it has been doing 
Since the senate refused to ratify 
the treaty of peace and undergird 
that peace by a league of nations? 
We hear much about an ‘understand- 
ing’ which nobody understands; of 
our duty to humanity which we 
shirk; of the need of reduction of 
taxation which nobody reduces; of 
the necessity of economy, with no- 
bodv: economizing. 

“The way to begin is to reduce the 


army and navy each at once to 100,- 
000 men. With at least 2,000,000 
potential reservists, there is no need 
for large bodies of regulars. With 
this number of men every modern 
ship and needed fort can be manned. 
and milions relieved from the tax- 
payers at once. 


Reduce Armament. 
“But the only hope of world bet-

tional agreement of reduction of 
armament. 

“Other nations say they are ready 
for agreement. We do nothing. We

Than in Northern 
Cities; No RainSeen 


If there are any ad delegations 
from latitudes nearer the north 
pole than Atlanta’s who think it’s 
hot weather in Atlanta, it might 
cool some of them to know that it 
they were back home they would be 
sweltering along in a temperature 
some half dozen degrees higher. 

At 7 o’clock Monday morning the 
official observers in Chicago and 
Des Moines consulted the thermom- 
eter and chalked down 80 de- 
grees. In Atlanta at the same hour 
Forecaster Von Hermann took the 
mercury readings and in his rec- 


ords wrote 74 High readings gen- 
erally were reported in the Ohio 
valley and Great Lakes region. 


Whil., Atlanta is on the verge ot 
breaking a drought record, and un- 
duly hot days usually accompany 
a dry period, Mr. von Herrmann 
stated Tuesday that June has been 
remarkable for the moderation of 
its temperature. 

For twenty-three consecutive 
days now there has been no local 
rainfall. Twenty-four days is the 
former record as far back as the 
data of the bureau goes. Should 
it fail to rain Wednesday Georgia 
will have hung up a new dry mark. 

Mr. von Herrman intimated 
Monday that this is more than a 
probability, too. “It looks like Tues- 
day is going to be a dry day,” he 
said. ‘Farther than that I wouldn't 
care to go, but there is no dis- 
turbance anywhere in the country 
that would indicate a breaking up 
of the dry spell.” 

The longest previous drought, ac- 
cording to figures of the bureau, 
was from September 5 to Novem- 
ber 1, 1904, fifty-eight days. It was 
not entirely rainless, one-tenth of 
an inch falling. The longest spring 
Or Summer drought was 24 davs, 
which Atlanta is approaching and 
threatens to pass.

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FINANCIAL AD MEN 
IN SESSION MONDAY 


The tremendous service being ren- 
dered the public through financial 
advertising ana tne need of more 
extensive advertising by financial 
houses for protection of the people 
from “sharks,” was the Keynote of 
addresses delivered Monday after- 
noon before the financial advertis- 
ing section of the world convention 
of the Associated Advertising clubs 
here. 

Advertising by financial houses !s 
a service which reaches to the very 


vitals of democracy, Herbert § S. 
Houston, of New York, vice presi- 
dent of Doubleday, Pag & Co., 
one of Monday’s speakers. as- 
serted. Other speakers were Pres- 
ident Lloyd H. Mattson, of the Corn 
Exchange bank, Omaha, who deliv- 
ered his report; Thomas B. McAd- 
ams, Richmond; and Haynes Mc- 
Fadden, of Atlanta. 

“When the war ended,” said Mr. 
Houston, “there were more than 
15,000,000 men, women and children, 
who had bought liberty bonds. The 
advertising that made fifteen bond 
buyers grow where there had been 
one, was vivid, direct, under- 
standable. It was a cembination of 
sentiment and argument. I believe 
there is found in those campaigns 
the selling nhilosophy that bankers 
need today.” 

Another speaker, A. E. Bryson, 
of Halsey Stuart & a. 
Chicago, declared that it ts not pos- 
sible, now when the average sale 
is $3,000 for a high-priced bond 
salesman to spend as much time with 
a customer as it was when the av- 
erage sale was $20,000 or $30,000. 
The rural banker, he said, is a logi- 
cal outlet for bonds. He did not 
believe that the small banker was 
justified in .the feeling ‘that -if he 
recommends investments, money de- 
posited in his bank will be with- 
drawn, for in many instances it will 
be withdrawn eventually and in- 
vested in blue sky schemes if he 
does not help the cuetomer invest it 
safely.

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SHERIFF 1S PURSUED 
BY MOB SEEKING NEGRO 


Moultrie, Ga., June 13.—(Special.) 
After pursuit by a mob intent on 
lynching his prisoner, John Henry 
Williams, a negro, charged with the 
murder of Lenora Wilkes, a 12-year- 
old white girl, near Autreyville, the 


Thomas county sheriff eluded hie 
pursuers at the outskirts of Cairo 
at 11:30 tonight by diverting his 
course toward the Florida state 
line. The mob arrived in Cairo half 
an hour later, made and orderly 
search of the jail here, and then re- 
turned towards Thomasville. 

The negro was arrested thie aft- 
lernoon a short distance from the 
point where the little victim’s body, 
her throat slashed from ear to ear, 
was found in a pond of water, 
weighted down with an attempt at 
concealment. Her hand, protruding 
from the water, attracted the at- 
tention of her mother who started 
a search for her after she had failed 
to return in a reasonable time from 
an errand. 

Dspite the inflamed sentiment of 
the people, Sheriff Beard, the Col- 
quitt officer who made the arrest, 
sped away to safety with his pris- 
oner in a high-powered automobile. 
Before the dust from his machine 
had disappeared, scores of autoOmo- 
biles gave pursuit, and the Autrey- 
ville-Moultrie road was turned into 
a thundering speedway. 

Reaches Thomasville. 


Sheriff Beard arrived in Thomasville 
tonightafew minutes ahead of the 
mob from Moultrie. The negro Was 
hidden in a local church, but was 
quickly removed and, under the cus- 
tody of the Thomas county sheriff 
and a heavy guard, was taken from 
that city towards Cairo, closely pur- 
sued by the mob.

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‘Committee Okays 
Bill by Townsend 
On U.S. RoadLaw 


send bill to create a federal high- 
way commission and to establish an 
interstate system of public roads 
was ordered favorably reported by 
the senate postoffices and post 
roads committee today. Three dem- 
ocratic members of the committee, 
Senators Watson, Georgia; McKel- 
lar, Tennessee, and Heflin, Alabama, 
voted against the bill, and will file 
a minority report probably recom- 
mending that no change be made 
in the present federal road law. 

The bill as ordered reported pro- 
vides for a federal highway com- 
mission of three members, instead 
of five as proposed in the original 
bill. The members of the commis- 
sion would be appointed by the 
president with the consent of the 
senate and wouid be paid annual 
salaries of $10,000. 

The annual appropriation of $100,- 
000,000 to aid the states in building 
roads would be continued with the 
specification that the sums allocat- 
ed to the states must be expended 
cn interstate roads. 

The provision granting the com- 
mission final authority in the Se- 
rection of interstate road routes 
was retained despite strong opposi- 
tion from democratic committee 
members, however, won a partial 
victory in gaining insertion of a 
clause directing the federal commis- 
sion to act “in co-operation’ with 
the states. 

States taking advantage of the 
federal aid provided in the bill are 
required to match federal funds ex- 
cept in states having to exceed 5 
per cent of the total area in un- 
appropriated public lands, in which 
case the proportion of state funds 
would be decreased in proportion 
to such public lands. 


Hints That Banks 
Sent Large Sums 
To Aid Newberry 


Washington, June 13.—Henry 
Ford’s contest for the seat of Sena- 
tor Newberry, republican, of Michi- 
gan, threw the ‘senate ‘committee 
hearing today into a division as to 
how far the inquiry should go into 
charges connected with the financ- 
ing of the 1918 campaign. Lyman 
D. Smith, a New York stock broker, 
testified to having forwarded money 
in behalf of himself and others for 
the Michigan campaign, and stated 
that. “nearly all the banking peo- 
Ple I knew in New York had pos- 
sibly done the same thing.” 

Alfred Lucking, Ford counsel, de- 
manded the right to check Mr. 
Smith’s bank account, and the wit- 
ness agreed, but Chairman Spencer, 
over the protest of Senator Wal- 
cott, democrat, and, minority mem- 
bers, said the committee would take 
the step under advisement. 

“It is apparent we are not going 
to be-allowed to investigate bank 
accounts in running down these 
charges,” Senator Walcott said. 

“We shall not subject any bank 
to investigation unless we have so 
decided in conference,” Chairman 
Spencer replied. 

Senator Walcott pushed the wit- 
ness for details of the New York 
contributions, 

Backed Newberry. 

Mr. Smith said he didn’t want to 
repeat gossip but that “officials of 
the American Exchange National 
bank were very anxious to see New- 


berry nominated,” and that the 
Chatham Phoenix “might have” 
sent money. 

Frederick C. Brooks, another New 


Yorker, explained that ne had sent 
$2,500 through Smith to the New- 
berry campaign, “doing for Truman. 
ge wy say just what I 

n e wou o-3 imilar 
Sition for me.” oe a 

Two other financia] men, W. C. 
Durant, General Motors company 
Organizer, and Andrew H. Green, Ir.. 
vice president of the Solvey Process 
company, alsO were examined, as 
was Fred P. Smith, business agent 
of the Newberry estate. Mr. Du- 
rant said he gave $5,000, and Mr. 
Green explained his reason for pay- 
ing Newberry campaign debts to the 
extent of “between $12,000 and 
$15,000,” by saying that the “demo- 
cratic candidate (Ford) I didn't con- 
sider fit to represent the state of 
ot agg 

Mr. Smith told of checkin out 
$120,000 from funds of John a ews 
berry (the senator’s brother) to the 
campaign committee, and receiving 
back a “paper bag with $20,000 or 
$21,000 in it.” 

“I undertsand this was adjust- 
ment, from the contributions re- 
ceived,’’ he explained. Mr. Lucking 
demanded the cancelled checks and 
records, but Mr. Smith said that 
when he started to look for them 
Saturday, “we found the vault un- 
locked and all the records gone.”’ 

Mr. Lucking drew from the wit- 
ness an explanation that the New- 
berry family accounts were all un- 
der his charge, and that money had 
been drawn from all of them to pay 
into John S. Newberry’s account 
“when it was overdrawn by the 
campaign demands.”

GOMPERS FLAYS 
LABOR'S ENEMIES 


Attacks Advocates of the 
Open Shop; Predicts 
5,000,000 Union Men in 
1921. 


Denver, Colo., June 13.—President 
Samuel Gompers, addressing the 
opening session of the forty-first 
annual convention of the American 
Federation of Labor here today, de- 
clared that the enemies of labor 
and the advocates of the “open 
shop” had failed to crush organized 
labor and that the ranks of the 
American trades union movement 
held intact. Similar sentiments 
were expressed in the report of 
the executive council of the fed- 
eration. 

A year of progress was predicted 
for 1921, President Gompers declar- 
ing that “before the next snow falls 
we shall have passed the 5,000,000 
mark in the American Federation 
of Labor.” 

Closer alliance and co-operation 
between the organized industrial 
workers of the country and the 
farmers was urged by the veteran 
labor leader in “order that we 
shall not be crushed by the reac- 
tion of industrial captains or 
princes of finance.” 

Protest Scott Bill. 

The first official action of the 
convention was to adopt a resolu- 
tion to be submitted to congress, 
protesting against the Scott bill 
now pending, which it was alleged 
would increase the length of the 
navigation season on the Great 
Lakes, reduce the number of skill- 
ed gpeamen employed on ships and 
increase the hours of ‘labor. This 
action was proposed by delegates 
of the International Seamen’s un- 
fon, who declared that the 
would eliminate provisions 
seamen’s act and would 
the dangers incident to navigation. 

The convention unanimously 
adopted a declaration of the execu- 
tive council calling upon all local 
and international unions to aid the 
Pueblo flood sufferers. The plate 
printers’ union, of Washington, D. 


C., and the Brotherhood of Railway 
Clerks, it was announced, had each 
contributed $500. 

Urging world-wide disarmament 
in his address at the opening of the 
convention. President Gompers said: 

“I believe that the time will come 
and we have earnestly striven and 
we will continue 
time when there shall be total dis- 
armament in all the countries of 
the world and that disarmament 
will be based upon universal agree- 
ment.’’

Appeals for Unity. 


He made an emphatic appeal to 
the workers to unite in opposition 
to the movement designed to create 
a department of public welfare. 
*Under the pretense of trying tv 
create a department of public wel- 
fare, it is seriously proposed to de- 
stroy the department of labor and 
the department of agriculture,” he 
said. “No one can foretell where 
reaction leads. As a matter of fact, 
these are the onky two departments 
in the government of the United 
States that represent at all the pro- 
ducers of the wealth of our coun- 
try, and it is seriously proposed to 
destroy these two departments.” 

The labor leader urged the dele- 
gates to discuss the questions con- 
fronting the convention “with mod- 
eration, with interest, with intelli- 
gence, with intense feeling, always 
driving at the just point.” 

“While we love every human be- 
ing,’ he added, “‘no matter where he 
may have been born or where he 
now resides, and will help as best 
we can, there is one principle from 
which I feel we cannot depart— 
‘America first.’”’ 

President Gompers also paid a 
high tribute to the memory of John 
Golden, former’ president of the 
United Textile Workers, and Milton 
Snellings, president of the Steam 
and Operating Engineers’ union, 
who have died during the last week. 
At his request, the delegates and 
visitors stood in silent meditation 
for one minute.

Harris Reguests 
Freight Rate Cut 
On Watermelons 


By CLARK HOWELL, JR. 
Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 

Washington, June 13.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—The assur- 
ances of Chairman Clark, of the 
interstate commerce commission, 
and Lincoln Green, chairman of the 
Southern Freight Rate association, 
were given to Senator Harris, of 
Georgia, today that consideration 
would be given promptly to the re- 
quest for a reduction in _ freight 
rates on watermelons and _ other 
perishable fruits and vegetables in 
time to help the crop now coming 
in. 
Chairman Clark stated that the 

transcontinental roads were the 
first to take favorable action on the 
situation, but so far, the southeast- 
ern and southwestern carriers had 
declined. The chairman ts now ask- 
ing the railroads of the southeast 
_to again consider the matter in 
| view of the reduction by the cross- 
, country railroads. 
| The latest reductions by the trans- 
continental roads were the reasons 
why Senator Harris asked for an- 
other study of the matter. Mr. 
Green, with offices here, said he 
would immediateely lay the matter 
before the initial carriers in Georgia 
handling the perishable products. 
Letter From Chairman. 

Chairman Clark in a letter to 
Senator Harris said: 

“The commission has not, the 
power to order carriers to duce 
rates except in a formal proceeding 
after full hearing which would re- 
quire several months and manifest- 
ly could not be concluded in time to 
accrue in connection with this sea- 
son's movement; that in the present 
financial condition of the carriers 
there is considerable doubt as to 
whether the commission could even 
after full hearing order sweeping 
reductions in the rates because of 
the constitutional limitations with 
respect to fixing charges which will 
tend to confiscate private property; 
and that high rates do not neces- 
sarily mean high revenue, and if it 
can be demonstrated to the execu- 
tives of the carriers that the present 
rates are restricting the movement, 
it will undobutedly be to their in- 
terest to voluntarily make such re- 
ductions as will bring about free 
movement, provided such reduced 
rates are remunerative. 

‘Therefore, it appears that the 
only thing which the commission 
can well do at this time is what 
has already been done, viz.: to 
again call this matter to the atten- 
tion of the carriers urging that 
further consideration be given and 
Prompt announcement made as to 
what. if anything, can or will be 


done.” 
Resolutions Presented. 

Senator William J. Harris today 
presented resolutions to the senate 
from Georgia churches and women 
voters urging disarmament by 
agreement among the nations, and 
they urge a conference to be held 
to bring about a reduction of arma- 
ment.

Simla, India, June 1u.—-A govern- 
ment report on the riot which 
took place recently in the village of 
Sirchi, in the Rajputana agency, 
states it was caused by the offer- 
ing of human sacrifice.

“The executive and cabinet are of 
one mind that a bill reallocating 
the governmental services upon the 
principle above outlined should be 
prepared and strongly recommended 
to congress for aS speedy passage as 
possible, in order that there may 
be no unnecessary delay in bringing 
about governmental economies 
which our duty enjoins upon us, and 
which the country is demanding and 
expecting. To this end we pledge 
your committee our hearty consid- 
eration.”
